OTTAWA, June 27.—(CP) — Fol- 
lowing are salient passages from 
the tax-change portion of the bud- 
get address delivered last night in 
the Commons by Finance Minister 
Isley: 

“1 have been forced to the con- 
clusion that it would be a desir- 
able change in our income tax 
law to discontinue the refundable 
feature of the income tax, leaving 
as the full rates of taxation, the 
rate of pure, non-refundable tax 
as they now stand, and depending 
on voluntary savings to replace 
the proceeds of the compulsory 
saving provision.” 


“IT would request the National 
War Finance Organization to or- 
ganize and conduct another victory 
loan in the fall of 1944, with greater 
emphasis than ever placed on the 
sale of bonds to individuals.” 


“We must borrow some $320, 
000,000 more than last year. This 
additional amount we must bor- 
row mainly from individuals.” 

“I have always taken and still 
maintain the view that our policy 
(in regard to taxes on business 
profits) is right and proper in war- 
time. I have no amendments to 
propose which pete in anything but 
a minor way ‘effect our curreft 
revenue from taxes on business 
profits.” 


“Canadian agriculture will be 
faced with important opportun- 
ities in the post-war period and 
if it is to take full advantage of 
them, its costs of production 
should be at the lowest practic- 
able level.” 

The government believes it ap- 
propriate to provied at once and 
without waiting for the completion 
of reciprocal arrangements with 
other countries for the removal of 
all customs duties on agricultural 
implements.”

At noon, it 
was still raining, with 1.90 inches of 
precipitation in the last 24 hours.

LONDON, June 27.—Powerful 

formations of R.A.F., R.C.A.F. and

The assault on southeastern Eur- 
ope was launched by two great 
acrial task forces, numbering pos- 
sibly 1,000 American heavies and 
Allied fighters, that battled through 
enemy fighter opposition to blast 
and burn their objectives at Buda 
pest and Brod, 

VIOLENT BATTLES 

German broadcasts said there 
were violent air battles across cen- 
tral Hungary this morning as Hun- 
garian and Nazi fighters rose to 
challenge the Budapest raiders, and 
one Berlin version said 80 of the 
four-engined bombers flew on to 
shuttle bases in Russia. 

Simultaneously, a force of 
R.A.F, Halifax bombers swung out 
from their British basesigo drop 
their 8,000-pound blockbusters 
across an unnamed military tar- 
get in Northern France, presum- 
ably the robot bomb bases in the 
Pas De Calais secter, 

The bombers, covered all the way 
by Allied fighter planes, returned 
without loss. 

GALE-LIKE WINDS

NO EVIDENCE FOUND, 
ST. LAURENT SAYS 

OTTAWA, June 27—(CP)—The 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
have “found no evidence of any 
organization plotting to establish 
a corporatist state in Quebec or 
any other part of Canada,” Justice 

Minister St. Laurent said in the 
Commons Monday in answer to a 
question from Fred Rose (Lab, 
Prog.-Montreal-Cartier). 

Mr. Rose's question was put first 
orally following statements by Sen- 
ator T, D. Bouchard to the effect 
the Order of Jacques Cartier was 
working for establishment of a sep- 
arate French-speaking, Catholic 
corporatist state. Later it was 
placed on the order paper. It asked 
if the minister was aware of a 
secret organization plotting to 
create a corporatist state in Quebec 
and parts of Ontario. 

Mr, St. Laurent said his answer 
was “no.” He was not aware of any 
such organization. He added that 
since the question had reterence to 
recent statements he could tell the 
house the R.C.M.P. investigated 
“with the utmost diligence” any as- 
sertions or rumors of subversive 
activities, They had found no evi- 


| dence of such an organization. 


“In view of the statements made 
by a prominent man in another 
place (the Senate) is the minister 
not of the opinion that a Royal 
Commission should be set up to 
investigate the matter?” asked 
Hon, R. B. Hanson (P.C., York- 
Sunbury), 

“The minister of justice is not of 
that opinion,” said Mr, St, Laurent.

ROME, June 27.—British 8th 
Army forces captured the fortress 
town of Chiusi and pushed north- 
ward through strong enemy re- 
sistance along @ 25-mile front in 
central Italy today as American 
tanks and infantry advanced six 
miles up the Tyrrhenian coastal 
road to within 30 miles of Livorno 
(Leghorn). 

Official reports said the Germans 
were falling back in good order all 
along the front from the Chiusi 
sector to the hills northeast of 
Perugia in a fighting retreat that 
limited the British advances every- 
where to about three miles. 

The American coastal columns 
appeared to be meeting only sopr- 
adic rear guard opposition but other 
American and French units of the 
Allied 5th Army were reported 
fighting some of the bloodiest tank 
and infantry battles of the Italian 
campaign in a pincers drive on 
Siena, 40 miles inland. 


BLOODY FIGHTING 

Chiusi fell to the British yester- 
day after a week of bloody street 
fighting during which the town 
changed hands three times. 

German rear guards were batt- 
ling desperately to hold their hill: 
positions along the eastern shore 
of the lake and above Perugia, 
and headquarters spokesmen said 
the British columns were making 

little headway through the well- 
defended enemy positions. 

On the Tyrrhenian coastal flank, 
American armored forces moved up 
highway one to a point more than 
two miles above Campiglia and 
about 30 miles south of Pivorno.

The marked improvement in 
Canada’s exchange position with 
respect to the United States was 
reflected in the announcement that 


import restrictions on luxuries 
imposed in 1940 will be removed 
Aug. 1. 


DESIGNED TO CONSERVE 
When imposed under the war ex- 

change conservation act these, like 

the travel restrictions recently re- 


Jased by order-in-council, were 
designed to conserve Canada’s 
limited supply of United States 
dollars to pay for essential war 


purchases. Now due to heavy Un- 
ited States purchases in Canada in 
recent years there is no longer a 
serious shortage of United States 
currency. 

Customs tariff changes and re- 
moval of the 10 per cent war ex- 
change tax from farm implements 
are effective immediately. The sus- 
pension of compulsory savings be- 
comes effective July 1 and the re- 
moval of import prohibitions under 
the war exchange conseryation act 
becomes effective Aug, 1. 

The compulsory savings feature 
of the income tax has been in 
effect for just two years. On 
small and moderate incomes it 
amounted to a doubling of the 
normal tax, one-half of .which 
was then refundable with in- 
terest after the war. Exemption 
was granted individuals who 
made regular voluntary savings 
such as payinents on life insur- 
ance or on home mortgages. 

Mr. Ilsley said on the basis of the 
non-refundable tax Canadian 
posts on low incomes were lower 
than those in the United States, the 
United Kingdom, Australia and 
New Zealand. But the combined 
tax and compulsory savings were 
higher than the pure tax rates in 
the United States. 


SOME BUDGETS HIT 
Large compulsory payments, re- 


fundable or not were bound to 
affect hardship in some family 
budgets.

RECOVER PART OF COST 

The proposal, he said, would al- 
low a taxpayer to recover part of 
his investment when earnings were 
good and still preserve his profit 
over the life of the iAvestment and 
also transfer some of the income 
from the period when war tax rates 
are in effect to a later period. 

On tariff policy, Mr. lisley said 
customs duties in wartime had 
little influence on the direction 
of trade or the price of goods, but 
the government had “the most 
lively appreciation” of the im- 
portance of freeing post-war 
trade not only from wartime 
restrictions, but from the restric- 
tions imposed in inter-war years.

omic expansion, higher incomes, 
full employment, adequate nutri- 
tion and the progressive abolition 
of poverty are to become realities. 

“Considerable progress has been 
made in the definition and solu- 
tion of the technical problems 

involved and we shall continue to 
press at the appropriate time for 
the rapid development of a broad 
program.”

Mr. Ilsley said the change did 
not mean the need for saving was 
less; actually it was greater.

Customs Duty, War Exchange 
Tax on. Farm Implements, 
Cream Separators Removed 


OTTAWA, June 27, — (CP) — Removal of all customs 
duties and the 10 per cent war exchange tax on agricultural 
implements and cream separators was announced by finance 
minister Ilsley in his budget address last night. 


Steps also are being taken, Mr. + 


lIsley said, to remove duties on 
materials used in the manufac- 
ture of agricultural implements. 
Other tariff changes include 
three new items providing for duty- 


free entrance of pure bred rabbits | 


of all kinds, equipment for storing 
and transporting blood plasma and 
certain chemical preparations. 
64 OTHERS AMENDED 
Amendment is made to 64 other 
items to remove anomalies—29 of 
the items affecting artificial silk in 
which the descriptive phrasing is 
changes. The tariff items covering 
rubber are widened to include 


synthetic rubber and the item cov-! 


ering insecticides is widened in 
scope with aeslight reduction in 
rate. 

Duty on glass tubing is ro- 
duced, provision is made for the 
duty-free entrance of non-metal- 
lic heating elements used in high 
temperature furnaces and the 
items covering machinists’, en- 
gineers’, surveyors’ and drafts- 
men’s precision instruments are 
widened to include parts. 

Duty is removed on trophies of 
war, materials for the manufacture 
of artificial teeth and sutures of all 
kinds, 

CUT TO 50 PER CENT 

The nickel chromium content re- 
quirement for duty-free entry of 
bars and rods for the mgaufacture 
of electric resistance wire is re- 
duced from 60 to 50 per cent. 

Announcing the changes Mr. 
lisley also dwelt on the govern- 
ment’s general tariff policy. As a 
result of war conditions tariffs at 
present had little effect on external 
trade, 

The government, however, con- 
tinued to have “the most lively 
appreciation” of entering a post- 
war world which had been freed 
of wartime restrictions and high 
tariffs. As the post-war period 
approached it became increasing- 
ly important that Canada, in ag- 
reement with others nations, 
should set out the broad pattern 
of her trade policy. 

Large scale alterations in the 
tariff structure would have little 
immediate effect and should, if 
possible be introduced by recipro- 
cal arrangement with other coun- 
tries, Mr. Ilsley said. 

INDICATION OF POLICY 

The reductions on agricultural 
implements, however, indicated the 
direction in which the government 
was shaping its post.war trade 
policy and also gave effect to a 
desire to provide agriculture with 


some assurance of the conditions | 


under which it might be expected 
to operate after the war. 

The government's action would 
not increase the available supply 
of implements, but the prices 
board will amend its ceiling regu- 
lations on imported farm mach- 
inery and repair parts to give 
effect to the decreases resulting 
from the removal of duties and 
tax, Mr. Ilsley said. 

Practically the only country 
from which agricultural imple- 
ments are imported into Canada is 
the United States. The tariff re- 
ductions affect some 70 types of 
implements and equipment and 
spare parts on which present duties 
range from five to 25 per cent.

OTTAWA, June 27.—(CP) 
—Following are excerpts from 
the fiscal portion of Finance 
Minister Ilsley's budget sfeech 
to the Commons last night: 

“We have, through the great 

efforts of the War Finance Com- 
mittee and as a matter of delib- 
erate policy, succeeded in dis- 
tributing our new borrowing very 
widely so that the interest on 
the public debt will be paid*not 
to a few institutions and men of 
wealth, but to probably not less 
than 60 per cent of the income 
earners of this country.” 


“Aside from the pay and allow- 
ances of the armed forces, much 
the largest increase relatively (of 
the national income) was in farm 
incomes. Salaries and wages were 
up more moderately while invest- 
ors’ and other enterprisers’ in- 
come experienced still smaller in- 
creases. In contrast, rising costs 
were bringing about a decrease in 
corporate profits.” 


“Prices rose (during the year), 
and the cost of living index 
moved up 1% points during the 
year though on April 1 it had 
fallen somewhat from the high 
levels established last fall.” 


“This (the sale of Victory bonds 
and war savings certificates) is the 
largest volume of securities which 
has ever been sold to the Canadian 
public in any year, but probably it 
will have to be exceeded in the 
present year. 


“The cost of our public borrow- 
ing operations are very low con- 
sidering the magnitude of the 
loans and the number of indi- 
vidual transactions.” 


“Before any person sells his 
bonds or presents his certificates 
for redemption, I would ask him to 
weigh his real or imagined need for 
cash against his country’s need for 
his continued support at this criti- 
cal stage of the war and against the 
advantages, national and personal, 
which can be realized by the post- 
ponement of spending until after 
the war is over.”

I should 
like to say here a further word to 
the millions of Canadians who now 
own victory bonds and war savings 
certificates. 

BETRAYAL OF FORCES 

Emergency needs for cash are 
one thing. Unnecessary spending, 
financed by the turning of bonds or 
certificates into cash, is quite an- 
other. Unnecessary spending at 
this time is a betrayal of our obli- 
gation to the men who are risking 
their lives and dying in the great 
battle for world freedom. 

Everyone who owns bonds or 
cretificates should always remem- 
ber that a reserve of savings will 
be of great value to the individual 
and to the nation after the war. 
When materials and productive 
facilities can again be devoted to 
civilian use, more and better-qual- 
ity goods will be on sale than are 
available today... . 

At March 31, 1944, the gross 
unmatured funded debt is esti-

CONCERN OVER DEBT 

From time to time, concern is 
expressed over the growing size of 
the national debt. The increase in 
our national debt as a result of war 
should be viewed in perspective. 
There are other considerations than 
the amount, which is determined 
chiefly by the necessity of war ex- 
penditures. 

In the five years from 1914 to 
1919, the debt of that day had in- 
creased nearly seven times, but 
because the average rate had 
risen from 3.579 to 5,022 per cent. 
the annual interest charges had 
risen more than nine times. Fur- 
ther, about one-third of the debt 
was payable outside the country 
and a substantial portion of the 
debt was in tax-exempt securi- 
ties. Commedity prices had more 
than doubled, and were about to 
fall. 

In the past five years, while the 
funded debt has increased slightly 
more than three times, the average 
rate of interest has declined, from 
3.52 to 2.57 per cent, and the an-

SIGNIFICANT FACTS 

I do not wish to push historical 
comparisons too far; they do give) 
some perspective and draw atten- 
tion to significant facts. 1 would em-| 
phasize rather that, while the nat- 
ional debt has increased, our nat-| 
ional income, and with it our cap-| 
acity to carry the debt, has fully 
doubled since the beginning of the 
war. 

1 would point out that the debt 
is almost wholly domestic. What 
is paid in debt charges goes into 
the pockets of taxpayers whose 
taxpaying capacity is thereby in- 
creased. We have, through the 
great efforts of the War Finance 
Committee and as a matter of de- 
liberate policy, succeed in dis- 
tributing our new borrowing very 
widely so that the interest on the 
public debt will be paid, not to a 
few institutions and men of 
wealth, but to probably not less 
than 60 per cent of the income- 
earners of this country. 


These are reasons why I have

LONDON, June 27 — (CP) — A 
German DNB agency broadcast of a

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Another War Budget 


The budget proposals which were an- 
nounced at Ottawa yesterday follow the 
familiar wartime pattern, with minor vari- 
ations, While there are no increases in tax- 
ation, neither is there a lowering of tax 
scales, Where concessions are made this is 
done for specific purposes and does not 
mark the inception of a policy of reduction, 

For the reason that the cash require- 
ments of the current year are estimated to 
be $200,000,000 more than for the year 
which ended with last March. Through the 
sales of bonds, savings certificates and 
stamps, it will be necessary to raise $320,- 
000,000 more than last year to cover this 
spread and to make up for revenue lost 
through the easements granted to income 
tax payers and the removal of the duty on 
farm implements. ‘ 

It is therefore a typical war budget. 
The significance is that, since the fight- 
ing is being pushed on every front the time 
has not yet come when the financial de- 
mands can be slackened. It is to be an- 
other year of heavy tax-paying and still 
heavier bond-buying, of restrained spend- 
ing and price controls, As there are no tax 
increases we have apparently reached the 
peak of wartime taxation. And as the es- 
timates for outlay during the year are 
$208,000,000 below the actual outlay last 
year, it may be assumed that we have also 
reached the peak of wartime expenditure. 

Viewing the course of events in Europe 
there is ground to hope that this may be 
the Victory budget.

The Cardinal’s Statement 


Cardinal Villeneuve has replied to 
Senator Bouchard’s charge that the Order 
of Jacques Cartier is being used as an 
agency to promote disunity in Canada, 
with the ultimate objective of setting up a 
French Catholic State. The Cardinal de- 
nounces without reservation the idea that 
the Roman Catholic church and clergy are 
involved in any such movement. 

If the Senator has been correctly report- 
ed his claim was not that the church and 
clergy were instigators, or even conscious 
participants, in the alleged -plot. The 
Jacques Cartier Order, he said, was founded 
in 1928 with the blessing of the Roman 
Catholic church. “Subsequently” the of- 
ficers of the order gave secret instructions 
for invasion of the political field—resulting 
in the creation of L'Union Nationale gov- 
ernment of Quebec. 

With this allegation that the order, 
after having secured the blessing of the 
church, was directed by its officers into 
political ‘activities the Cardinal does not 
deal. He explicitly “left to others” the 
duty of “refuting the political and racial 
accusations” and defended only the posi- 
tion of the church and clergy. 

But it is the political and racial ac- 
tivities of the new order with which the 
public are concerned. The disclaimer en- 
tered on behalf of the church and the 
clergy leaves these activities aside. Whether 
the Senator's statement in respect to such 
activities is true, the public have a right to 
know. Investigation is therefore no less call- 
ed for after the Cardinal’s statement than 
it was before. It remains the plain duty 
of parliament to find out whether, as stated, 
the order in question is and has been carry- 
ing on an underground campaign of politi- 
cal disruption and racial domination.

A Museum Building 


The Edmonton Museum of Arts has 
been asked by the city commissioners to 
consider moving to other premises because 
the space it now occupies in the civic 
building is required for the extension of 
civic departments, 

If it is necessary for the Museum of 
Arts to move its quarters this should be a 
Suitable time to go extensively into the 
matter of considering the provision, not of 
temporary premises, but of permanent 
premises that will be not only more ade- 
quate than the present ones but capable 
of being expanded to house other cultural 
projects of a similar nature, 

There is no reason, for instance, why 
Edmonton should not have, as well as a 
Museum of Arts, an historical, anthropo- 
logical, geological, literary and archeologi- 
cal museum. 

It is not well known, but it is a fact that 
the British Museum has always been will- 
ing to send out, on perpetual loan, huge 
quantities of highly educational and inter- 
esting exhibits to any city in the British 
Empire willing to provide a safe place of 
exhibition. 

Why should Edmonton not establish a 
really notable general museum on the 
basis of that offer? 

Nothing could be done, of course, either 
in the way of providing an adequate 
museum building or negotiating for ex- 
hibits until the war is over, But plans could 
be laid now. And the ultimate provision 
of an adequate spot for the present Museum 
of Arts should be regarded as the nucleus 

of those plans,

The application of the chartered 
banks for the usual ten years’ ex- 
tension of their monopoly of the 
right to’ issue financial credit in 
terms of debt finance is now being 
scrutinized by the parliamentary 
banking and commerce committee.

McGeer and Slaght, aided by Social 
Credit and the C.C.K. members, are 
ably and courageously pressing, in 
the public interest, for the dis- 
closure to the committee of the 
banks’ hidden and untaxed re- 
serves. The non-disclosure of these 
untaxed reserves is favored by this 
government, as represented by Mr. 
Ilsley. The banks maintain, as ap- 
proved by the minister, that this 
secrecy is necessary in order to re- 


tain the confidence of the general | 


public in the stability of the private 
banking structure. Security is the 
concern, of course, not only of the 
shareholders and depositors, but 
of industry and business in general. 

Messrs McGeer and Slaght and 
others who are opposing the banks’ 
legal monopoly of the privilege— 
granted by charter every ten years 
—to monetize public credit, agree 
that all the banks are well and 
conservatively managed in an op- 
erational sense in the interest of 
both their shareholders and the 
public confidence in their stability 
Mr. McGeer urges that the dis- 


closures of these hidden untaxed + 


reserves should be made to the 
banks’ shareholders at their annual 
meetings. This would prevent di- 
rectors or officials of the banks, if 
they so desired, from using this in-

Mayor Fry Orders Survey | 


Of Manpower Requirements; 
Says Situation ‘‘Desperate’’ 


Edmonton is the “tightest” place in the Dominion of 
Canada for labor at the present time, according to a com- 
munication received at the city hall Tuesday by Mayor John 
W. Fry from Hon. James A. MacKinnon, minister of trade and 
commerce, and member of parliament for Edmonton West. 

The letter was in reply to repre- 
sentations made tast week to 
labor department officials and Mr. 
MacKinnon seeking some relief 
of the labor shortage which was 
militating against the installation 
of gas and utility services in 
dwellings being built here. 

Text of Mr. MacKinnon’s letter 
reads: 


| Saw Today 


are anxious to do anything they pos- 
sibly can in connection with the 
labor situation in Edmonton which 
they tell me is tignter than at any 
other point in Canada at the present 
time, 

“They are thoroughly conversant 
with the situation here, of course, 
and have promised they will not 
lose sight of the need for men to 
keep the housing program going.” 

Mayor Fry stated Tuesday that 
he has ordered a survey of all de- 
partments. to determine. their 
manpower needs. The labor sup- 
ply situation in the city was des- 
perate, and many projects sched- 
uled for this year will have to be 
abandoned if labor is not made 
available, 

He said also that the Northwest- 
ern Utilities Ltd., was submitting a 
Statement of its manpower require- 
ments to meet its summer and fall 
extensions program. Last week the 
manpower required by this com- 
pany to instal the services and ex- 
tensions anticipated this year was 
63.

Called to Bar 


Chief Justice Horace Harvey of % 
the supreme court of Alberta, re- 
ceived congratulations Tuesday 
on the 40th anniversary of his ele- 
vation to the bench, At 80 years | 
of age, he is dean of the jurists | 
in the province, as well as chief 
justice, having been appointed to 
the supreme court of the North- 
west Territories in 1904. 


A native of Elgin County, Ont., 
he was graduated in law from the 
University of Toronto in 1888, He 


began practicing in 1889, in Calgary, 
and seven years later was named 
registrar .of .land .titles .for the 
southern part of what is now Al- 
berta.

An authority of the early days 
in Edmonton, “the chief” remem- 
bers when 106 street was con- 
sidered “pretty well out in the 
country.” He recalls the city’s first 
courthouse was in the upstairs of 
the Sandison Block, the ground 
floor of which houses Graydon’s 
drug store, 

Edmonton's luxury hotel in those 
days was the Alberta Hotel, which 
is still carrying on business on Jas- 
per avenue. “That hotel was the 
first here to provide a room with 
a private bath,” the chief justice 
said. “The room was very popular 
with visitors in those days.” 

When Chief Justice Harvey came 
west in 1893, the automobile was a

Prices of Farm 
Machines Likely 
Stay Unchanged 


In the budget address of Hon. 

J. L. Isley, minister of finance in 

Ottawa Monday night, announce- 
ment was made that all tariff 
duties on farm machinery would 
he removed. It is unlikely to have 
any immediate effect on the 
prices paid for such machinery, 
according to A. R. Fee, manager 
of the Edmonton branch of the 
Oliver Farm Equipment Com- 
pany, headquarters of which are 
in Chicago, 

Mr. Fee said “Jt is impossible to 
be absolutely sure what the effect 
of this new regulation will be with- 
out studying it carefully, which I 
have not done yet, but I can't see 
how it will affect the situation as 
regards prices immediately. 

“We have received our 1944 quota 
of implements, and any tariff 
change cannot affect the price on 
them. It is possible that, if more 
materials are made available in the 
United States we might be given a 


part of the 1945 quota at once, The} 
are} 


prices of farm machinery 
frozen, It is possible of course that 
the government intends to lower 
the frozen prices on such machin- 
ery.” 

Claude Brannan, assistant man- 
ager of the International Harvester 
Company's Edmonton _ establish- 


;ment, who is acting in the absence 


of the manager, V. A, Porter, point- 
ed out that, in any event a large 
proportion of the machinery and 
other equipment used by Canadian 
farmers is manufactured in Canada, 
and that any tariff changes would 
not affect the prices of such Cana- 
dian made goods.
